Election prophecies 
are notoriously hazardous, but we 
are willing to venture a guess that 
no one party, will have a majority ov¬ 
er the other three. The situation thus 
created will eventually lead to* a 
coalition. 


If the political situation will not 
suffice to bring it about, the railway, 
relief ’ and financial problems will 
compel it. The agencies that are ex¬ 
ploiting relief will be more insistent 
and outrageous in their demands if 
the government has not a clear ma¬ 
jority and is dependent upon the 
support of one or more of the other 
groups. It is just the sort of condi¬ 
tion they desire. Th e railway prob¬ 
lem tipo, cannot await the time when 
increased population and prosperity 
will sjblve it for us. A weekly defic¬ 
it of a million dollars cannot be al¬ 
lowed to continue much longer and 
it cannot be remedied by a minority 
government.

Still Main¬ 
tained; Public Works Expenditures

At the regular meeting of the 
council of'the Town of Vulcan held 
Monday evening the monthly state¬ 
ment of receipts and payments for 
July was presented for the council¬ 
lors perusal. Receipts for the month 
slumped in comparison of the two 
month average set by the months of 
May and June. Tax collections were 
away down. Total receipts for the 
month only amounted to $810.18; 
Municipal tax Receipts totalled $223.- 
88; school taxes $265.47; business 
tax $49.06; hospital tax $45.32? sup¬ 
plementary revenue tax $12.29. Tax 
consolidation receipts were $119.26; 
cemetery, cesspools and refund of 
relief made small amounts to 

make the total. ___—_— ' 

Payments totalled $3,890.42. Of 
this, sum the largest amount was 
$1,970.75 paid on Vulcan school dis¬ 
trict requisition. l*uhlic -works ma¬ 
terial amounted to $1,055.40, the la¬ 
bor totalled $156.48. Other larger 
payments included, police and fire 
$108.55, and salaries $179.40. Bal¬ 
ance of amounts included routine 
payments.

Fred U. Glass, Father 
Loren Glass, Dies 

W r ell Known in Vulcan District; Visi¬ 
tor Here Every Fall Since 1914 


L. K. Glass, well known farmer of 
the Vulcan district, has received 
word of the death of his father, Fred 
U. Glass, who recently passed away. 
Deceased was a farmer resident of 
Kelly township in Warren county, 
111. He had been in poor health for 
some time, and for two weeks preced¬ 
ing his death, he had been a patient 
in hospital, during which time he un- 
lerwent an operation. He was 69 
years of age. Mr. Glass was well 
krtdwh by many ip this district, hav¬ 
ing.

That was of the famous 
Chatsworth train wreck back in 18?7.

CROP TESTING PLAN 


C. W. Peterson, writing in the Farm and Ranch Review 
suggests that a plebiscite should be taken to give the gov¬ 
ernment a clear mandate from the people on desired ac¬ 
tion in Canada’s railway problem. Mr. Peterson says that 
no party government is likely to take decisive action be¬ 
cause there are too many Votes involved. Any business 
solution of extravagant costs would be impossible with¬ 
out antagonizing influential sections of the electorate. 

“Even the various Royal Commissioners enquiring into 
the subject” says the writer, “have carefully sidestepped 
the real issue which is the extravagant cost of personnel.” 

“The average rate of railway wages in 1901 stood at 
70 per cent., compared with 1913 at 100 per cent. By 1930 
it had increased to 304.3. It has.since been reduced by 
about ten per cent. The price of wheat in Canada, which, 
in the long run, more or less, controls agricultural income 
and general food' prices, stands to-day at about the same 
point as in 1901. There has been an increase in the cost 
of food for an average family of only two dollars a week 
between 1900 and 1935. Can any person give any rational 
explanation or justification for thi^enormous increase in 
wages, except that- the wealthy, powerful and highly dis¬ 
ciplined unions, controlling an indispensable public utility 
have forced compliande with obviously unreasonable de¬ 
mands bnd thus brought our railways to the verge of 
bankruptcy? * • • 

“The wage and salary bill of our railways represents 
about 65 per cent, of total operating cost? It is clear that 
if wages were rationalized and brought into line with the 
cost of living—as is done twice a year in Australia— 
with the added economies due to. possible amalgamation 
'for operating purposes, our railway problem would be 
completely solved, and we might even look forward to 
eventual and much needed freight rate reductions. But 
as long as the government of Canada operates railways, 
we may safely take it for granted, that the political influ- 
of labour will effectively block any attempt to ration-

there are farmers who 
have reaped no crop lor the past three years. Two years 
ago it was frost and ih the past two years it has been 
hail. A loss of revenue for three successive years, might 
not be ruinous if prices had been good in previous years. 
But for the years 1930 to 1933, wheat prices were below 
cost of production, permitting no possibility of laying 
away for a bad crop year. 

Although hail losses are as a rule located, striking in¬ 
dividuals rather than communities, they are the more 
difficult to accept for that very reason. A district as a

whole nuiy have an abipidant crop, 
prosperous outlook, and the expectation of the payment 
of debts and taxes. But here and there is the individual 
family totally without revenue, unless it be from agricul-_ 
tural side lines. This makes the situation of that family 
all the more acute and unhappy. 

It is the lack of compensation of any nature for a hail¬ 
ed crop, that has spelt difficulty for many a good farmer. 
He can stand up to one wasted year, although his respon¬ 
sibilities are as heavy as those of his neighbor. He can 
perhaps take the second year’s loss, though it is a burden 
that weighs heavily. But when he is faced with a third 
year’s loss, it must come close to the breaking point, and 
he requires more than ordinary stamina to work through. 

It has been suggested that a provincial system of hail 
insurance could be instituted on the basis of two cents an 
acre on all cultivated land. An insurance premium of two 
dollars on one hundred acres is not a heavy burden, if the 
wheat growers of Alberta would thus be assured of a lit¬ 
tle revenue in case of hail. And the institution of’such in¬ 
surance would be a great general saving. 

No doubt many of the cases under the Debt Adjustment 
Act and Farmer-Creditor Act, could trace their necessi¬ 
ties to successive crop losses through hail. Even a small
